Okla., July 24—At an elec­ 
tion held here Saturday a proposition 
was rejected 
to

McIntosh 
county fifty-four sections of land in 
the extreme northeastern portion of 
Hughes county. The area voted upon 
has a taxable wealth of about $400,- 
000 at present and was much nearer 
to Eufaula than Holdenville, the conn 
ty seats of the two counties. The re­ 
moval required a sixty percent vote 
and failed by sixteen votes the affirm­ 
ative receiving 142 to 121 against. 
Eufaula citizens instigated the peti­ 
tion of removal to bolster up their 
chances against Checotah for coun­ 
ty seat honors in McIntosh county, 
but were defeated in the attempt. A 
great number of prominent citizens 
from both 
Checotah 
and 
Eufaula 
worked here from the opening to the 
close of the polls, the former against 
the removal, and the latter for re­ 
moval. 


FOUNDER OF DECORATION 
DAY DIES AT WASHINGTON 
Washington, July 24.—The woman 
who first suggested the Memorial Day 
idea, Mrs. Sue bandon Vaughn, is 
dead at th* home of the Eastern Star, 
a Masonic order on which she was 
dependent. She was a descendant of 
John Adams, the second president of 
the United States. 
On April 26, 1865, she led some 
southern 
women 
in 
strewing 
with 
flowers 
the 
confederate 
graves 
in 
Vicksburg, and the date and cus­ 
tom were perpetuated in the south. 
Three years later, May 30, was adopt­ 
ed throughout the north as Memorial 
Day. 
Mrs. Vaughn was of distinguished 
ancestry and was the wife of Judge 
J. H. Vaughn of San Francisco. The 
earthquake Diere destroyed the fam­ 
ily property 
and 
his 
subsequent 
death left Mrs. Vaughn without re­ 
sources. Her body will be cared for 
in Washington by the Masonic order. 


Dallas, Tex., July 24.—All returns 
from etate-wide prohibition election 
in Texas received by The News thus 
far, after being subjected to the most 
careful revision, give: 
For prohibition ..................22.V*23 
Against prohibition .......... 228,933 
Anti majority ........................... 
3,400 
No returns have been received from 
five counties, but these perhaps have 
cast no more than 1,000 votes. Forty 
seven counties have made only par­ 
tial returns, but in most of these 
only a few small boxes are missing. 
The total unreported vote probably 
will not exceed 22,000, it being indi­ 
cated that the total vote polled was 
475.000 which is the largest vote ever 
polled in Texas except in 1896, when 
554.000 votes were cast. 
A survey of the territory not yet 
reporting, 
which 
i3 
well 
scattered 
over the state, indicates that the re­ 
turns yet to come hold about as much 
promise for one side as the other 
and the result may be put down as 
doubtful, but slightly more in iavor 
of the antis th a n 'the pros. 
At anti-prohibition headquarters a 
majority of 8,000 is claimed. The pro­ 
hibition leaders are quite emphatic 
in asserting that they have gained a 
victory in the election, and more­ 
over they essert that frauds have 
been committed. Both sides have is­ 
sued warning that the ballot boxes 
should be carefully preserved, and 
it seems inevitable that there will 
be a contest In the courts and pos­ 
sibly a legislative investigation re­ 
gardless of the showing made upon 
the face of the returns 


Conin,issioncrs' courts are expected 
to meet in the several counties today 
• Monday) to canvass the result, and 
it is probable that approximately full 
returns may be in hand tonight. 
Returns received on Sunday and 
Sunday night kept the total in 
constant seesaw', but tim antis held 
the lead throughout by figures rang­ 
ing from 2,000 to 5,200.
